NATION TOO TIRED 
He said that the country as a 
whole is not interested in na­ 
tional problems at first 
hand. 
Every one is just too tired from 
their activities during the world 
war. The soldier, returned from 
the wars, the congressman said, 
wants to rest. The war worker 
who labored long hours and then 
went out at night on national 
patriotic war campaigns is also 
tired and wants to take a vaca­ 
tion. Most of the people are get­ 
ting their politics, Phillips im­ 
plied, in a synthetic manner. 
It was his opinion that the 
country is faced with the most 
important elections in the history 
of this country, the oldest democ­ 
racy in the world. He compared 
the forthcoming election with the 
early formation of this country, 
naming the Revolutionary war 
period as the time when this 
country was first formed and 
the Civil war which preserved 
the Union of the states. 
LOUDLY APPLAUDED 
Although, in the strictest sense 
of the word, the luncheon tender­ 
ed the congressional representa­ 
tive had no political tint on its 


surface, Republican John Phil­ 
lips was loudly applauded when 
the under current of his speech 
urged that careful scrutiny be 
made of the type of men who are 
up for election to congress, and 
other state and national offices. 
Invited by the chamber of 
commerce to report on legislative 
measures in congress and what 
the future portends with regards 
to the Indian Reservation, the 
Torney General hospital proper­ 
ty and that of the Army Air base, 
Congressman Phillips answered 
these questions, with both warn­ 
ings and suggestions. 
WILL BE O.K. 
Relative to the Indian question 
here, he said that a new Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Affairs would 
soon be appointed and he would 
be much to the liking of Palm 
Springs.

Declaring that the District of 
Columbia is a "district of con­ 
fusion”, that congress is under the 
greatest pressure in its history 
from constitutents at home and 
that the forthcoming congression­ 
al elections are the most impor­ 
tant in the history of the United 
States, John Phillips, congress­ 
man representing the 22nd dis­ 
trict which includes Palm Springs 
pulled no punches in his off the 
shoulder speech last Saturday be­ 
fore members of the Chamber of 
Commerce ^md other prominent 
citizens. 
Also, during the course of his 
address at a luncheon at the Des­ 
sert Inn, tendered in his honor 
by the local chamber, he warned 
that the city and other groups 
interested in the Torney General 
Hospital property should concil- 
liate their views on the use of 
that property or all would lose. 
Phillips declared that the vari­ 
ous bureaus of the government in 
Washington, instead of being ab­ 
olished with the end of the war, 
are still at war-time strength, or 
have broadened in their scope of 
work, until one department over­ 
laps deeply into the activities of 
the other. 
It was at this point, he re­ 
marked, that if any confusion ex­ 
isted during the war it is even 
worse now. 
"The District of Columbia,” 
said Phillips, “is nothing but a 
district of confusion.” 
Added to all of the picture of 
confusion he painted, Phillips 
continued by saying that mem­ 
bers of congress are figuratively 
buried under an avalanche of 
letters from constitnents who de­ 
mand not only an immediate an­ 
swer, but what the representa­ 
tive is doing about bills that 
have not even been acted upon 
by committees, who in turn have 
not completed their study of the 
subject. 
SCORES RADIO 
To emphasize the burden under 
which congressmen are laboring 
in answering their voters back 
home, Phillips alluded to the 
promiscuous use of radio net­ 
works by New Deal pedagogues. 
He said that following the end of 
the war in Japan, his office and 
those of other congressmen in 
Washington was overwhelmed by 
these letters which followed close­ 
ly the tirades leveled at Wash­ 
ington by radio speakers with 
personal or party axes to grind. 
“'People, who are aware of the 
truth, can’t challenge the speaker 
as he orates over the air,” as­ 
serted Phillips. “You just have 
to listen to him, until ho is fin­ 
ished with the result that follow­ 
ing one of these radio speeches, 
congress, which is charged with 
proper legislation, based on fact 
and as submitted by committees, 
is criticised for the ultimate ac­ 
tion it takes.” 
SITUATION CHANGES 
Particularly, Phillips empha­ 
sized the political scene here in 
the United States has changed 
drastically. He attributed this to 
the swiftness of air travel, radio, 


¡and the changes the atomic age 
will certainly bring and are now 
being felt. 
1 
It’s possible now,” he declared, 
“for a politician to make person­ 
al contact with large groups of 
people in areas separated by 
hundreds of miles during the 
course of a day.” 
Then, he added, it is possible 
for any one to expound orally on 
a pet political suject via the ether 
waves with a listening audience 
ranging from several thousands 
to millions. 
"The atomic age,” continued 
Phillips, “is even now changing 
our way of thinking internation­ 
ally. No longer will huge masses 
of men be concentrated in a 
single area to bo hurled against 
the enemy. Defense of our coun­ 
try is in the process of being 
changed now.” 
TELLS OF INVASION 
Carrying this thought further, 
Phillips painted a picture of the 
huge masses of men, ships and 
machinery which were used in 
the invasion of the Normandy 
coast of France he visited about 
100 days after the attack was 
launched. 
“Without having seen it with 
my own oyes, I could never have 
imagined the gigantic 
might 
which was hurled against the 
Germans on the French coast, ’ 
Phillips said. “Today if the same 
attack were launched, it would 
have been wiped out with one 
little atomic bomb,” he added. 
"All in all,” Phillips continued, 
“T would again like to see groups 
of politically minded men get to­ 
gether to discuss questions of na­ 
tional importance. It would cer­ 
tainly be fine if these citizens 
like those who used to gather 
around fat-bellied stoves years 
ago, would meet and gain from 
each other the proper attitude

Nobody, at the conclusion 
of his address, stood up to chal­ 
lenge his statem ents. They were 
happy to have their Congressman

w hen he was back in W ashington 
to fight again for America as he 
alw ays has fought. 
The voters of Riverside, Orange 
and Im perial counties re-elected 
John Phillips in the prim aries of 
1944.

City Urged to Act Against Violators 


Of Zoning Laws by Home Owners League 


The Palm Springs city governm ent this week was urged by the 
Board of Directors of the Cham ber of Comm erce to begin prosecu­ 
tions of flagrant violations of zoning law s restricting comm ercial 
installations in residential areas. 


W. E. A lw orth, city m anager, 
had m et w ith the directors in a 
special m eeting called at the re- 
uest of the H om e-O wners League 
of Palm Springs, and discussed 
the problem w ith the cham ber of­ 
ficials. 


SURVEY UNDER WAY 


The directors and Hom e-O wn­ 
ers League w ent thoroughly into 
the problem which renting of 
rooms in residential districts has 
raised in Palm Springs, and fur­ 
ther action is to be considered 
later on this point. 
Several glaring violations of the 
zoning laws in the establishing 
of hotels and apartm ent houses 
in residential districts have come 
to the attention of the city and 
the Home-Owners League and 
these w ere pointed out as danger­ 
ous precedent*. 


•ISSUES WARNING 


Frank Culver, president of the 
Home-Owners League, and sever­ 
al of the executive board of the 
League presented the zoning ques­ 
tion to the Cham ber directors, 
w arning that unless the violations 
are curbed the “'intregity of our 
w orld-fam ed 
residential 
areas 
will be doomed.” There was un­ 
anim ous approval am ong the d ir­ 
ectors on the danger of this prac­ 
tice, there being only a differ­ 
ence of opinion as how to attack 
the problem . 
The Home-Owners group plans 
an educational cam paign to ac­ 
quaint the people of Palm Springs 
w ith the restrictions of the zon­ 
ing law s and the im portance of 
rigid enforcem ent.

The biggest post-w ar arm ada of 
civilian-operated airplanes con­ 
verged on Palm Springs last Sun­ 
day for the first resum ption oi 
annual breakfast flights by m em ­ 
bers of the Los A ngeles Junior 
Cham ber of Commerce. The last 
such flight took place in 1940. 
More than 400 flying enthusi­ 
asts, transported in 185 planes, 
made the trip here from Los A n­ 
geles. 
Upon landing, pilots and 
passengers registered and were 
served a breakfast of bacon, eggs, 
hot cakes and coffee at the Army 
Mess hall, located a t the Army 
Air Base. 


MANY NEW PLANES 


It was reported that a low ceil­ 
ing w ith a 4,000 foot over-cast 
kept m any of those w ho had reg ­ 
istered in Los Angeles for the 
flight on the ground. 
However,

the flight to land at Palm Springs 
showed the largest display of a ir­ 
craft ever assembled at one spot.

On Census Given 


Out af Washington 


City M anager W. E. Alworth 
this week received an official and 
detailed 
report 
on the 
recent 
special census showing th at there 
are now 7,213 official residents of 
Palm Springs. This represents a 
110 per cent increase over the 
1940 federal census. 
There are a lot more women 
than men in the Village, the re­ 
port shows. 
The 
official 
communications 
follows: 
"The total population of the 
city of Palm Springs, California 
on March 14, 1946, was 7,213, ac­ 
cording to the final results of a 
special census announced today 
by D irector J. C. Capt of the 
B ureau of the Census, D epart­ 
m ent of Commerce. This figure 
represents an increase of 3,779, or 
110.0 percent, over the 3,434 in­ 
habitants on A pril 1, 1940. 
‘The 1946 population was made 
up of 6.738 w hite persons, 294 
Negroes, and 181 persons of ‘oth­ 
er races’. Betw een 1940 and 1946, 
there was an increase of 111.4 per 
cent in the w hite population, 137.1 
percent in the Negro population, 
and 47.2 percent in the popula­ 
tion of 'other races’. 
“The num ber of occupied dw ell­ 
ing units in Palm Springs in­ 
creased from 998 on April 1. 1940, 
to 2.601 on M arch 14, 1946, repre­ 
senting an increase of 1,603, or 
160.6 
percent. 
The 
population 
per dwelling unit decreased from 
3.44 in 1940 to 2.77 in 1946. 
"The num ber of vacant dw ell­ 
ing units decreased from 994 in 
1940 to 60 in 1946. This figure 
includes not only units for sale 
or rent but also units hold for 
absent households and units al­ 
ready rented or sold but not yet 
occupied by the new tenants.”

It is difficult to w rite one’s first 
im pressions of a scenic wonder 
like M onum ent Valley. The form ­ 
ations are so different from any­ 
thing else you’ve ever seen before, 
the colors so intense and unbe- 
lieveable, and the space so vast 
as to be almost incom prehensive, 
that your first views of the val­ 
ley are filled w ith alm ost audi­ 
ble gasps of astonishm ent. 
A 
friend of mine once told m e that 
w hen he first looked into the huge 
gorge of the G rand Canyon, he 
burst into tears, so profoundly 
did th e spectacle move him! 
I 
found my throat choked w hen we 
drove to the edge of the rim 
and gazed down onto a portion 
of M onum ent Valley. It was just 
too m uch to grasp at one time. 
The drive from H arry Gould- 
ing's Trading Post to w hat is 
called The Rim is by all odds the 
m ost difficult stretch of terrain 
to cross in the entire trip to 
M onum ent Valley. 
It is three 
m iles from the Post to the main 
"highw ay” running roughly north 
and south betw een K ayenta, A ri­ 
zona and Bluff, Utah. T he road 
to the Rim cuts across this route 
and heads nearly due east, to the 
right of the m onum ents to be 
seen on the horizon. It is hard to 
travel simply because it climbs 
steadily the whole extent and be­ 
cause it traverses a very broad 
flat sand dune. 
W ithout extra 
large tires and low air-pressures, 
it is virtually impossible to get 
even as far as the Rim. Fortun- 
tely our station wagon had larger 
tires, and we had already deflated 
the pressure to tw enty pounds in 
the rear tires; naturally this is 
hard on tires, and a set w ill last 
only half as long as norm ally 
w hen driven under such condi­ 
tions. T hat is why, if th e aver­ 
age tourist does not have such a 
specially adapted vehicle and does 
not have the experience of driv-

A fter being jerked from side to 
side and bounced bodily all about 
your car, you at last come out on 
the edge of the Rim, from which 
you look down into a broad low 
valley about five hundred ieet 
below you, stretching aw ay to the 
northeast for about fifty miles, 
ended by the sharp outlines ol 
Comb Ridge far in the distance. 
It is h ere that some of the m onu­ 
m ents cast shadows nearly 35 
miles long at sunset! 
To y o u r im m ediate left are the 
m ighty 
ram parts 
of 
B righam 
Young's Tomb, its vertical m uch- 
dissecting cliffs blazing red-orange 
in the sun. D irectly in front and 
below you, even though it still 
tow ers a 1Ü0U feet into the cloud 
less sky, is the first of the M it­ 
tens, its thum b pointing to the 
right. W hen view ed alone, it is 
som etim es also called the Tea 
K ettle, and we later noted th at 
the "spout” looked for all the 
world like the full-length figure 
of the Christus, especially w hen 
you looked up a t it in coming out 
of the Valley. Ju st to the right 
of the first M itten (actually a 
good three m iles beyond) is the 
second M itten, w ith its thum b up­ 
right to the le ft of th e hand. 
Only th e very tips of this odd 
pair of M ittens can be seen from 
the m ain highway four m iles back 
of you. 
HISTORIC BUTTES 
To th e right of the second M it­ 
ten is an isolated lone butte called 
M errick Butte. It was given this 
nam e because in the early days 
when th e Paiutes w ere fighting 
continually against the inroads 
of the W hites, two prospectors 
nam ed M errick and M itchell came 
into M onum ent Valley, intent up­ 
on finding some of the fabulously 
rich silv er mines the Indians were 
supposed to be operating. Being 
rath er unscruptuious, they soon 
m ade trouble and started to flee 
the region. But the Paiutes over­ 
took them and killed M itchell at 
the base of the butte now bearing 
his nam e. M errick fled wounded 
and died at the foot of M errick 
Butte. M itchell B utte is located 
directly behind you as you face 
the rim. 
The big mesa to your right has 
no accepted name, but the Gould- 
ing’s re fer to it as R uin Mesa, 
because of the abundance of small 
Indian ruins in and about it. Be­ 
tw een 
th is mesa and 
M errick 
B utte you look across a much- 
eroded area dotted w ith unusual 
form ations, on eastw ard tow ard 
the g reat circular area of the val­ 
ley called the Tsay-begay, most 
of w hich has not been fully ex­ 
plored even yet, and m uch of 
which has never been seen by 
W hite m enl 
All of the form ations arrayed 
before you are brilliantly colored, 
changing during the day from 
deep chocolate brow n to yellow 
tan, rich orange, and finally at 
sunset to startling crimsons. As 
the shadow s change on them, 
they ap p ear differently and as­ 
sume q u ite contrasted silhouettes. 
M onum ent Valley is a place for 
those 
w ith m uch 
im agination; 
every rock takes on a strange 
shape, and the w hole area seems 
populated with th e m ost unusual 
creatures. 
FEEL DWARFED 
The road, if you can call it that, 
drops dow n into the floor of the 
Valley. From here you begin to 
appreciate the grandeur of the 
m onum ents. You feel dw arfed be­ 
neath them . 
As you w ind and 
bounce in and out am ong them 
you try in vain to com prehend 
w hat titanic forces m ust have 
been at w ork to sculpture out 
such huge structures, and out of 
hard resistcnt sandstone, a t that. 
Your road takes you on by the 
M ittens and M errick Butte. One 
faint road branches off to your 


left. That leads betw een the Mis- 
tens 
and 
on 
behind 
Brigham 
Young's 
Tomb 
tow ard 
Castle 
Butte. It was on th at road that 
the exteriors for the film "The 
H arvey G irls” w ere photographed. 
Now you cross a bumpy wash 
which in w et w eather is very apt 
to be quicksand. Up another rise 
around an unnam ed butte and 
beyond to the base of Cly Butte 
on your left. 
Cly 
Butte 
was 
named after Hostcen Cly, a fa­ 
mous N avabo chieftian. We later 
discovered his burial site on the 
other side of the butte; here the 
elem ents have exposed the old In­ 
dian’s saddle, the bones of his 
horse killed at his funeral, his 
favorite coffee pot and cooking 
equipm ent, all originally buried 
with him under a gnarlqd juniper. 
Ernie Pyle w rote of this same 
place, but wind and rain has 
wreaked m uch change since that 
day. 
At the foot of Cly Butte is a 
small pool of m uddy red w ater, 
in which you can obtain beauti­ 
ful reflections if the w ater is 
calm. The Navaho shepherds use 
it as a w atering place for their 
sheep and goats. 
BREATH-TAKING 
D irectly across a narrow can­ 
yon is the eastern end of Ruin 
Mesa, 
w hich 
term inates 
in 
a 
series of three upright colum ns 
called the T hree Sisters. One of 
them especially, on the extrem e 
left, looks for all th world like 
a tall, very erect nun, clad in 
long flowing robes, her arm s fold­ 
ed in front. 
Almost 
com pletely 
encircling 
Cly Butte, w e drove on to the 
East G atew ay, one of the most 
breathtaking views in the whole 
Valley. H ere there is a narrow 
gap betw een tw o unnam ed buttes, 
which overlooks the whole w est­ 
ern end of the valley, from the 
M ittens and M errick B utte clear 
up to the Setting Hen, the Stage­ 
coach, the Rabbit, the Bear, W ide I 
Mesa, and Old Indian Mesa. Away 
in the far distance you can look 
into the region of the San Juan 
River (site of the famous Goose­ 
necks) tow ard M exican Hat. Over 
100 miles beyond is the wild Es­ 
calante Region of southern U tah. 
On the extrem e far horizon are 
the snow -capped peaks of the 
Henry M ountains. It is a panor­ 
ama 
th at 
is 
incom parable 
for 
sheer space and color. 
A fter m aking a short detour to 
the old site of the set w here 
much of "B illy the Kid” was 
flimed ,we returned to the m ain 
road thru the Valley and headed 
for th at rem ote unexplored re­ 
gion called the Tsay-begay.

LOCAL STUDENTS HURT 
A model T coupe, driven by 
Thomas Griffith, 16, 
of 
Palm 
Springs, was struck 
from 
the 
rear 
and 
demolished 
by 
the 
heavier automobile driven, so po­ 
lice charge, by Odium. Young 
Griffith, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ted 
Griffith, and Cherie Mashburn, 
also 16, who lives here w ith her 
grandmother, Mrs. A. C. Schultz, 
were seriously hurt. 
Of the two, the popular high 
school girl was the more seriously 
injured. 
Griffith was a witness at the 
preliminary hearing Friday in 
Justice R. A. Moore's court at 
Riverside. 
CHP Officer James P. Stewart 
told of investigating the crash. 
The night was clear, with bright 
moonlight, he said. Condition of 
the two automobiles indicated 
that the light coupe occupied by 
young Griffith and Miss Mash­ 
burn was struck from the rear by 
the heavier vehicle reportedly 
driven by Odium. Stew art ex­ 
pressed the opinion that Odium 
was under the influence of in­ 
toxicating liquor.

For those receiv­ 
ing more than $200 per m onth 
and less than $333.33 the increase 
will be $60 per month, and those 
receiving $333.33 but not more 
than $500 will be increased $50 
per month. 
These changes represent an es­ 
tim ated annual increase of $8,­ 
000,000 in the basic salary stru c­ 
ture of the bank. 
It is contem plated that th e em ­ 
ployees' profit-sharing bonus plan 
would be kept in effect for those 
who have had five years or more 
service w ith the bank, including 
m ilitary leave.
